THE INFIDELS CONVENTION.

Wo bave resoued the fesble fly whioh flut-
gored in the ‘‘Convention of Atheists, Infi-
dels, and Secnlarists,” at ]‘hﬂadolrhia. from
thoe oblivion that awaited it, and have em.
balmed it in the amber of the columns of the
Werid, for the purpose of pointing a very
obvions moral, Fer forty years or more a
little knot of professed Infidels inthe United
States bhave labored hard and spent their
money freely in porsistent efforts to dissemi-
nate their opinions. They have kept alive a
wookly mnewspaper, the JTupestigator, pub-
tished at Boston, and edited by Mr. Abner
Kooeoland; they Bave printed and cirenlated
books and tracts; they have formed olubs
nnd societies and established libraries; and
now, when thoy call a convention to see what
oan ‘m done to prevent an “‘entire cossation
from public demonstration” of what they
term “‘the liberal cause,” the appeal is
anawered by “‘seventeon persons, ineluding
one lady,” and they unile in giving the most
doleful acoounts of *‘the feoble condition” of
their “canse.” One of the speakers said that
be conld find no one in Philadelphian who
knew that such a convention wis to be held,
and he felt, when he saw that only seventeen
persons had come to attend it, that he might
say ‘‘the dead have come to bury the dend.”
The secretary of a ‘‘contral committee” re-
ported that for “pamphlets sold” during the
yenr only five dollars had been received, and
that the most that could be said of the labors
of the committee was that they *‘had not
bLoen entirely useless.”  Another sponker said
that, despite all tho eflorts to the contrary,
there was a ‘*‘frightful incrense of supersti-
tion; " that “‘the clerical power was on the
inorenso;” and that ‘‘a gentleman who is as
vadieal an atheist” as the speaker himself *'is
building o church at a cost of =60,000," and
would laugh at any one who asked him for
&50 for *‘the liberal cause.” In short, the
story was that atheisin and infidelity were on
their lust legs; and all that the convention
conld do in the hope of reviving them was to
agree to make a desperate eff'ort to raise 1000
to pay a lecturer for a year,

Now, the moral of all this is patent. The
atheists and infidels have failed because they
hsve attempted to tear everything down and
build nothing up. They have contented
thowselves with negation aud have refrained
from affinoation, They bave proposed to
take everything away and give nothing in re-
turn, They nsk men to give up their Bible,
to abandon the fuith of their childhood, to
forget the lessons learned at o mother’s knee,
and intertwined with the sweetest and holiast
associntions and remembrances, and in ex-
change to content themselves with a string of

cold and barren negetions, “What we
ask- you fo resign are superstitions,”
said the atheists. “They mny be so,
but even superstition is better than

nothing, " was the reply of almost every
one. UOf course, there may be a much higher
reason than this for the miserable failure to
which the infidels confess: it may be said that
Heaven frowned upon them and that Provi-
dence brought their schemes to naught; bat
the failure is sufiiciently scconnted for by the
renson wo hinve assigned. A glimmering of
this truth seems to have forced its way into
the minds of some of the dolorous seventeon,
“Some think we should go fo work and build
up a seientifie positive system,” snid one of
the speakers.  Another speaker said that he
believed that “*the mind which gathered up
geientifie facts and comumnunicaled them to
the people” **was calenlated to do ten
times more good” than *‘the mind that
wanted to tear down the superstitions
faiths encnmbering the world;” bnt the vesult
of the discussion was that it was better to
still labor at *‘clearing away the rubbish.”
Well, even *“‘rubbish’ is hatter than nothing,
If you ask a man to resign his belief in the im-
I.llul‘ldllll_\' of his soul, in the sense in which
theologinus understand that phrase, yon wnsi
offer lnm something in exchange for that be-
fief, or he will refuse to part with what be
may confess may be an illusion, but whiok is
still & plensing and o comforting thought.

ment i8 nbout to take a decisive conrde on
the Cuban question, and in favor of Caban
independence,

Months ago (ieneral Sickles, onr Ministor
at Madrid, told the Spanish Regency offi-
cially, in that famous note which ereated such
a stir in Spain, that public opinion in tho
United States would soou compel his Govern.-
ment to recognize the Cubans. Ile wrote
what he was instructed to write, and what, ns
an experienced and astute pnblic man, he
knew to be true. 'I'he Spanmish Government
has been forewarned, nm, must expect such
action on the part of the United States. It
knows the irresistible power of public opinion
in this republic, and it has really more reason
to thank the administration for groat modera-
tion in delaying to recognize the Cubaas so
long, and that against the popular will, than
to be surprised or off ended at recognition now,
There is no eause of war in such an act, nor
do we imagine Spain would bo foolish enongh
to make it so. She cannot oven subjugate
the Cubans. Indead, they have been gaining
strengthall along and are stronger to-day than
ever, in spite of the armiecs and fleely of
Spain,  What, then, conld Spain do in a war
with this mighty republic? She could not
land an army, and if she conld it would bo
instantly annihilated. Her navy would be
swept from the ocean, and as to any damngs
she might do us by letters of murque to pri-
vateers—which would be very little—wo conld
do far more to her in the same way. We
conld extingnish Spanish commerce and de-
prive Spain of her remaining colonies. Such
# conflict would be ehild’s play, comparatively,
to the United Btates,

But it is folly to tullk of War; tho Spanish
Government has not the money or other
means for such a Quixotic nndertaking.
Should Prim and the other leading men of
Spain be insane enongh to suppose they conld
reunite the people and consolidate theirpower
by war, they would be mmeh wistaken, Igno-
runt as the Bpanish people may be, they mnsl
know that war with the United Stetes would
only bring overwhelming disaster to thew,

The factions wbich are now rending that un.
happy country wonld become more aclive
and stronger, and the horrors of eivil
war would be ioereased and eontinued.

Nor could Spain hope for any asdisiane

from the European powers, None, no.
not even France or England, wonld lift n

finger. They know too well the power of this
country, and the interests they haveat stake
would prevent thieir interference. None of
these powers will ever agnin meddle with

Awmerican aflpirs nnless driven to do so on
their own aeconnt and {o protegt their own
honor and interests-—a contingeney which i3
nol likely to ocour 0l the futave reveals far

greater complications than can be foreseen at
present, All the ta'k of Envopean sympathy
and aid for Spain on this Cabun gquestion is
balderdnsh.
